DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 , Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-28, drawn to a package/sensor with a front cover and a seal, classified in 
class 257, subclass 433. 

II. Claims 29-32 and 41 , drawn to a sensor with a reflector, emitter and detector, and 
an analyte space, classified in class 250, subclass 576. 

III. Claims 33-38, drawn to a method of making a microelectronic package, classified 
in class 438, subclass 106. 

rv. Claims 39-40, drawn to a method of making a plurality of sensors with a plurality 
of regions each having an emitter and a detector, classified in class 438, subclass 
25. 

V. Claim 42, drawn to a sensor with an emitter, detector, and a reflector, with the 
reflector having a reflectivity which varies in response to an environmental 
condition, classified in class 250, subclass 216. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
2. Inventions I, II, and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as an exposed (unsealed, uncovered) 
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sensor such as a spectrometer and subcombination V has separate utility such as an 
environmental temperature or humidity detector as opposed to a specimen analyzer/spectrometer 
(within an analyte space) of subcombinations I/IL See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions IflW and III/IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as 
claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). hi the 
instant case the product of Inventions I/IW can be made as a singular dedicated unit without 
producing a main wafer for providing a plurality of units and severing the wafer to form each 
individual product. 

4. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as an enclosed microprocessor device 
not having any sensing abilities or a light emitter or detector. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
